Amazing figures are quoted by 


Congressman Oren Harris on the 
decline of production in the him- 
^bcr buslnese. in a Congressional 
^ Record reprint of a speech 
he 


delivered in the house April 17. 
Commenting on a bill to give 
relief 
to sawmill operatoi-s Mr. 
Harris said: 


"I can not emphasize too strongly 


the need for relief in the lumber 
industry .and particularly in 
the 


Southern pine area. We talk about 
shortage of housing for votcrans, 
and we proclaim to the housetops 
for a program that will give vet- 
erans housing so vitally needed, 
but with all the legislation that 
i^could be written on the staiute 
v books we can not expect to have 
such housing withoul production of 
the materials. 
Everyone 
knows 
that production is the bottleneck. 
"I am speaking particularly of 
the Southern pine lumber industry 
because I do know somelhing about 
the. situation. I am told that it is 
equally chaotic in all the lumber 
industry throughout the country. . . 
"There are nearly 40,000 saw- 
mills in the United States, with a 
capacity to produce 40 billion board 
feet of lumber per year. In 1041 our 


I .national production was 33Vi billion 


feet; in 1942 it was 34.3 billion 
feel; in 1944 it was 31.6 billion feet, 
or « decline of 13 per cent; in 1045 
it was 
approximately 27 billion 


feet, or a reduction of 24 per cent; 
in 1946, Mr. Speaker, it is -esti- 
mated that our lumber production 
for tho nation will be 24 billion 
feel, or a reduction of 34 
per 
cent. . . . 


"What has this done to the lum- 
ber industry? I understand the 
OPA admits thai more than 50 per 
cent of the lumber industry is going 


A$into the black market. I undcrsland 
that the lumber people claim lhal 
perhaps 75 lo 80 per ccnl is going 
inlo the black market.'" 


This is a devaslaling report 
on 


bureaucracy. Government regula- 
tion which proposed to. equitably 
distribute the nation's goods 
is 
slowly but surely eliminating goods 
entirely. 


And in this instance we are lalk- 
ing aboul lumber—Ihe T$o, 1 factor 
entering into the construction of 
homes. 
. No wonder rents are sky high, 
" and houses are selling for two and 


three times what they arc worth 
(which is what they sold for five 
years ago—and will sell for again 
five years from now).

That is a point which 
all the powers are bound to re- 
gard seriously, for this- much is 
certain: there is not one of them 
which wants another war.

Jackson, who is now on leave 


from the U. S. supreme court to 
act as chief U, S. prosecutor in 
Ihe war crimes trials before the

tribunal 


here, said the statement had been 
cabled to House and Senate judi- 
ciary commitees because 
"Con- 
gress has a right to know the L'acts 
and issues involved." 


Jackson 
went 
to 
considerable 


length to declare that nothing in 
his statement was intended to re- 
flect upon 
Fred 
Vinson, 
whose 


nomination by President 
Truman 


to be the new chief justice now is 
pending before the senate. 


He described Vinson as "an up- 


right, fearless 
and 
well-qualified 


man," and said he felt it was im- 
perativ-p to air the f,T-ts about the 
court "feud" since "further 
sup- 


pression of the facts will :iol help 
Mr. Vinson and will afford a con- 
tinuing basis for irresponsible ru- 
mor and innuendo.'1 


Jackson said Black 
threalened 


him wilh "war" 
unless he joined 


"in covering up the fads," 
and 


then added: "if war is declared on 
me I propose to wage it with ihe 
weapons of the open warrior, not 
those of the stealthy assassin..'' 


(In Washington, there was 
no 


comment from Justice Black, the 
White House, Vinson, nor from any 
members of Ihe court.

was^an "open and gratuitous in- 
sult"

upon 
his 


(Black's) personal 
and 
judicial 
honor." 


"I do not want it inferred that 


I charge that Justice Black's sit- 
ting in the Jewell Ridge case in- 
volved lack of 'honor'," Jackson's 
statement 
said. "It is rather 
a 


question of judgment as to sound 
judicial policy." 


Jackson's version of the - facts 


leading up to the "feud" follows: 
. "The Jewell Ridge coal decision 
in itself was a somewhat startling 
one. The United Mine Workers re- 
versed the position it had previous- 
ly taken about the Fair 
Labor 


Standards 
Act 
superseding 
the 


coal miners' collectively bargained 
contracts. It employed as counsel 
Mr. Black's former law partner to 
argue its new contention to the 
supreme court and he, too, took a 
position as to coal miners not con- 
sistent with his argument used the 
previous term to win a case for 
the iron miners. Mr. Black 
re- 


versed the position he had taken 
m managing the bill as a senator. 


"The court, by a bare majority 


of five to 
four, 
supported 
the 


change of front by 
the 
United 


Mine Workers, x x Mr. 
Justice 


Black controlled assignment of the 
case because the chief justice was 
in dissent. Mr. Justice Black chose 
Mr. Justice Murphy to write the 
majority opinion. While Mr. Jus- 
tice 
Murphy was preparing 
his 


opinion a strike of the mine work- 
ers and negotiations with the op- 
erators were proceeding. 


"I was proposed to hand down 


the decision in favor of the miners 
without waiting for opinion 
and 


dissent. The only apparent reason 
behind this proposal was to 
an- 


nounce the decision in time to in- 
fluence contract negotiations dur- 
ing the coal strike. 


"During the coal strike 
Chief 


Justice Stone protesled such pro- 
posed irregular treatment vigoroos 
ly. I do not believe Mr. Justice 
Murphy favored it. In all events it 
was abandoned, x x x." 


Jackson said 
he 
was uneasy 


about the case and also about a 
previous case involving the Ten- 
nessee Coal Company and a mine 
union, in which Harris also was 
counsel and which also was de- 
cided in favor of Harris' client, 
Black's vote being decisive. 


Later, Jackson 
continued, 
the 


Jewell Ridge Company applied for 
rehearing, requesting that 
Black 


be excused because of his 
past 


relations to the attorney for the 
viclorious parly in the case. 


"As there is no power in 
the 


court to disqualify a duly commis- 
sioned justice," he said, "all mem- 
bers were, agreed that the petition 
for rehearing must be denied." 


At this point, he said, the dis- 


pute referred to by Ihe Washing-

Slar's 
column 
developed. 


Black, Jackson declared, 
wanted 
a mere denial. 


"If his action were later ques- 


tioned," Jackson said, "the denial 
would be construed as a vindica- 
tion by the court on the facts. 


"None of us knew, then, and I 


do not know now, anything of the 
relations between the justice and 
his former law partner, except that 
they had continued to be cordial." 


In any event, he added, none of 


the justices wanted to lend 
their 


names to "blind and unqualified 
approval." Jackson said he wrote 
an opinion 
which 
Stone 
trans- 


formed into a compromise, 
but 


Black "became very angry 
and 
said that any opinion which dis- 
cussed the subject at all

Jackson said he told Black "in 


language that was sharp, but no

Stolen Jewels 
Were in Honds 
of A'Fence' 


Washington,'.tune. 11 — (#>)—ivtaj. 


Gen. Lloyd Parks said today that 
$1,500,000 in jewels recovered from 
a United States colonel and 
his 


WAC wife would be returned to 
the German house of Hesse. 
Parks, director of the War De- 


partment's bureau of public rela- 
tions, added at a news conference 
that the jewels svould be held as 
evidence pending trial of the three 
officers held in connection 
with 


their disappearance. 


These are Col. J. W. Durant and 


his bride, Capt. 
Kathleen 
Nash 


Durant and Major David S. Wat- 
son. 
Parks said it has not been 


decided whether t.o try them here 
or overseas. 


Me said, however, that the jewels 


are considered as the private prop- 
erty of the Hesse family and as 
such would be returned to it. Mem- 
bers of the family had buried the 
treasure in their palace at Kron- 
berg, Germany,, for safekeeping 
during the war. 


Durant is a lawyer by profession 


who in civilian life worked :'or the 
Interior Department here. He and 
his bride are being held 
in 
the 


Washington area and in this con- 
nection, Col. A. C. Miller of the 
provost marshal's office was asked 
whether they were free to see an 
attorney. 


Miller replied they are free to 


see anyone at any time. He add- 
ed that they have asked not to see 
the press, "but they are reading 
your stories." 


Capt. Durant said today, through 


Miller, that the discovery of the 
Hesse royal family jewels jn the 
castle was entirely accidental. 


She asked Miller to make it clear 


to reporters that she was 
"not 


snooping around" the castle 
last, 


fall when the hoard was uncovered 
in the basement. 


Capt. Durant 
said 
a 
German 


electrician employed in the ca.«tlr«, 
Ludwig Weiss, pointed to the hid- 
ing place. 


Miller reported thai customs had 


taken 100 unset diamonds from Col 
Durant when he returned to this 
country from Germany. Miller said 
lie disclosed this because of reports 
that there was this number of dia- 
monds missing. 


He said it had been known there 


were 106 diamonds missing from 
the amount recovered "but we did 
not know if they were part of that 
taken from the castle." 


He said the army investigators 


did not check with customs until 
after they had finished their ease. 


Col. Miller said he would like to 


deny categorically reports a gen- 
eral might be involved in the case. 


"There is no one higher up than 


Colonel Durant that was ever im- 
plicated," he told reporters. 
"I 


have seen no evidence that would 
indicate that a general officer was 
involved." 


He has reasons to believe, Miller 
added, that all suspects have been 
found. Three are in Custody, and a 
fourth, a;>corpora! now dis'chtSrged, 
can be taken into custody any time 
it is desired, he said. 


However, the corporal is not yet 


under arrest and whether the army 
has authority to arrest him is a 
question. 


The War Department here reit- 


erated that actual prosecution of 
the looting case was a matter for 
American Army headquarters at 
Frankfurt, Germany. 


Col. Miller said tormal charges 


were being drafted there against 
the trio now in custody.

The Doctor 
Says:

The warts which develop on the 


face, hands and feet and in the 
genital region are virus infections. 
Even though 
they can be de- 


stroyed, they may recur, because 
of the persistence of virus in the 
tissues. Warts are difficult to treat, 
and they may last a long time. 


A common wart occurs on the 


hands, especially those of child- 
ren. They vary in size, shape, and 
color, and they tend to develop in 
groups or on opposite points of two 
fingers. 


Plantar warts occur on the soles 


of the feet and are complicated 
by the development of callouses 
from pressure. There are usually 
several of them, and 
they may 


affect a wide area. The warts show 
through the thickened skin as clear 
spots 
filled 
with brownish -red 
specks. 


Venereal warts arc found chiefly 


around the genital and naval reg- 
ions in those who practice poor hy- 
giene. They arc pink or brown in 
color and they often project 
from 


the surface. They must not be con- 
fused with other venereal diseases. 
NO SURE CURE 


Although there are several ways 


of treating warts, none 
results in 


a cure in every case. Warts may 
be removed with an electric cau- 
tery. If the spark is played on the 
wart until it is charred, it will 
sepcrate later. An injection of a 
local anesthetic may be necessary 
to avoid pain in removing large 
warts. 


Surgical 
removal 
is advised 


under certain conditions, especially 
for large warts which have become 
irritated. The skin is cleansed, and 
a local anesthetic 
is used. 
The 


physician goes well outside 
the 


wart tissue in removing it. The 
base is cauterized to destroy any 
virus which remains. 


A common home treatment con- 
sists of putting cod liver oil, caus- 
tic, 
or acids on warts. Caustic and 


acids should be applied with a 
sharpened wooden applicator 
to 


carry 'the remedy into the wart, so 
that the normal skin can be pro- 
tected to prevent scarring. 


The wart may 
separate in a 


week or 10 days, and it can then 
be pealed away. If the wart still 
remains, further application may 
be made. Home methods arc tedi- 
ous and often 
unsatisfactory. 


X-RAY TREATMENT IDEAL 
' 


The ideal treatment, in the hands 


of 
experienced physicians, is the 


use of X-ray, especially on plantar 
warts. There is a tendency to over- 
treat 
plantar warts 
because of 


their location and dasabling effects. 


No one has been able to explain 


how or why it works, but appar- 
ently psychotherapy 
(suggestion) 


is effective in curing some warts. 
"Wart charmers" 
seem to make 


some growths go away, although 
there is a tendency for all warts 
to disappear eventually. 


In 
older 
individuals, 
warty 


growths 
on the face may be a 


forerunner of 
skin cancer, 
and 


when signs of ulceration or growth 
are 
noted, the warts should 
be 


removed.

Looking at the thing objective- 


ly, we can say that the chief, dif- 
ficulty up to this 
juncture ' has 


lain in the fact that Russia 
has 


been in process of expanding her 
zones of influence to • correspond 
with her new position of power. 
For this reason (if ior no other) 
she has been mainly 
concerned 


with making demands rather than 
offering 
concessions. 


In this respect it has been a 


one-sided show, 
America and Bri- 


tain have kept granting 
claims 


in order to remove Russian sus- 
picions, of their motives until the 
western Allies themselves have be- 
come, suspicious 
of soviet inten- 


tions. The only thing which 
will 


remove those western doubts 
is 
reciprocity. 


Knowledge that 
the 
dead-line 


has been reached may have 
a 


salutary effect on the I'orthcoming 
conference. The time has arrived 
when bickering can become very 
dangerous. That is a point which 
all the powers are bound to re- 
gard seriously, for this- much is 
certain: there is not one of them 
which wants another war. To put 
it more positively, there is 
no 


power today which is not anxious 
to avoid war.

former law partner.

"There may be those who think 


it quite harmless to encourage the 
employment

partner to argue close cases by 
smothering the 
objections 
which 


the bar makes to this' practice," 
'Jackson declared 
in 
a 
lenglhy 


statement issued at a hastily-sum- 
moned press conference last night. 
"But in my view such an attitude 
would soon bring the court into dis- 
repute." 


Jackson, who is now on leave 


from the U. S. supreme court to 
act as chief U, S. prosecutor in 
Ihe war crimes trials before the 
international 
military 
tribunal 


here, said the statement had been 
cabled to House and Senate judi- 
ciary commitees because 
"Con- 
gress has a right to know the L'acts 
and issues involved." 


Jackson 
went 
to 
considerable 


length to declare that nothing in 
his statement was intended to re- 
flect upon 
Fred 
Vinson, 
whose 


nomination by President 
Truman 


to be the new chief justice now is 
pending before the senate. 


He described Vinson as "an up- 


right, fearless 
and 
well-qualified 


man," and said he felt it was im- 
perativ-p to air the f,T-ts about the 
court "feud" since "further 
sup- 


pression of the facts will :iol help 
Mr. Vinson and will afford a con- 
tinuing basis for irresponsible ru- 
mor and innuendo.'1 


Jackson said Black 
threalened 


him wilh "war" 
unless he joined 


"in covering up the fads," 
and 


then added: "if war is declared on 
me I propose to wage it with ihe 
weapons of the open warrior, not 
those of the stealthy assassin..'' 


(In Washington, there was 
no 


comment from Justice Black, the 
White House, Vinson, nor from any 
members of Ihe court. The chair- 
men of the judiciary committees 
| also withheld comment.) 


Jackson referred specifically to 
the Jewell Ridge 
coal 
case 
in 


which the court held by a 5-4 de- 
cision on May 7, 1945, that soft 
coal miners were entitled to portal- 
to-portal pay; and the subsequent 
refusal of the court to grant a re- 
hearing requested by the coal com- 
pany. Jackson said Crampton Har- 


, ris of Alabama, Black's 
former 


) law partner, was counsel Jor the 
(winner in the case — a local of 


I the United Mine Workers. Harris 
likewise declined to comment. 


In his statement Jackson 
said 


that "publicized threats" 
against 


i him had been "exploited by cer- 
tain 
inspired 
commentators 
and 


columnists. X X XThe most spe- 
cific attack on me is that in the 
Washington Star of May 16, 1946," 
in a column by Doris Fleeson. 


This, he continued, quoted Black 


as 
complaining 
that 
Jackson's 


opinion in the court's ruling against 
rehearing the Jewell Ridge 
case 


was^an "open and gratuitous in- 
sult" 
and 
a 
"slur 
upon 
his 


(Black's) personal 
and 
judicial 
honor." 


"I do not want it inferred that 


I charge that Justice Black's sit- 
ting in the Jewell Ridge case in- 
volved lack of 'honor'," Jackson's 
statement 
said. "It is rather 
a 


question of judgment as to sound 
judicial policy." 


Jackson's version of the - facts 


leading up to the "feud" follows: 
. "The Jewell Ridge coal decision 
in itself was a somewhat startling 
one. The United Mine Workers re- 
versed the position it had previous- 
ly taken about the Fair 
Labor 


Standards 
Act 
superseding 
the 


coal miners' collectively bargained 
contracts. It employed as counsel 
Mr. Black's former law partner to 
argue its new contention to the 
supreme court and he, too, took a 
position as to coal miners not con- 
sistent with his argument used the 
previous term to win a case for 
the iron miners. Mr. Black 
re- 


versed the position he had taken 
m managing the bill as a senator. 


"The court, by a bare majority 


of five to 
four, 
supported 
the 


change of front by 
the 
United 


Mine Workers, x x Mr. 
Justice 


Black controlled assignment of the 
case because the chief justice was 
in dissent. Mr. Justice Black chose 
Mr. Justice Murphy to write the 
majority opinion. While Mr. Jus- 
tice 
Murphy was preparing 
his 


opinion a strike of the mine work- 
ers and negotiations with the op- 
erators were proceeding. 


"I was proposed to hand down 


the decision in favor of the miners 
without waiting for opinion 
and 


dissent. The only apparent reason 
behind this proposal was to 
an- 


nounce the decision in time to in- 
fluence contract negotiations dur- 
ing the coal strike. 


"During the coal strike 
Chief 


Justice Stone protesled such pro- 
posed irregular treatment vigoroos 
ly. I do not believe Mr. Justice 
Murphy favored it. In all events it 
was abandoned, x x x." 


Jackson said 
he 
was uneasy 


about the case and also about a 
previous case involving the Ten- 
nessee Coal Company and a mine 
union, in which Harris also was 
counsel and which also was de- 
cided in favor of Harris' client, 
Black's vote being decisive. 


Later, Jackson 
continued, 
the 


Jewell Ridge Company applied for 
rehearing, requesting that 
Black 


be excused because of his 
past 


relations to the attorney for the 
viclorious parly in the case. 


"As there is no power in 
the 


court to disqualify a duly commis- 
sioned justice," he said, "all mem- 
bers were, agreed that the petition 
for rehearing must be denied." 


At this point, he said, the dis- 


pute referred to by Ihe Washing- 
ton 
Slar's 
column 
developed. 


Black, Jackson declared, 
wanted 
a mere denial. 


"If his action were later ques- 


tioned," Jackson said, "the denial 
would be construed as a vindica- 
tion by the court on the facts. 


"None of us knew, then, and I 


do not know now, anything of the 
relations between the justice and 
his former law partner, except that 
they had continued to be cordial." 


In any event, he added, none of 


the justices wanted to lend 
their 


names to "blind and unqualified 
approval." Jackson said he wrote 
an opinion 
which 
Stone 
trans- 


formed into a compromise, 
but 


Black "became very angry 
and 
said that any opinion which dis- 
cussed the subject at all 
would 
mean a declaration of war." 


Jackson said he told Black "in 


language that was sharp, but no 
different than I would use 
again, 


that I would 
not stand 
for 
any 
more of his bullying." 


Jackson then filed his 
opinion 


with the concurrence of 
Justice 


Frankfurter. 


"However 
innocent 
the 
coin- 


cidence of these two victories at 
successive terms of Justice Black's 
former law partner, I wanted that 
practice stopped," Jackson said in 


Tuesday, June 11, 1946 


explaining his reasons for issuing 
his statement. "If it is ever re- 
peated while I am on the bench I 
will make my Jewell Ridge opinion 
look like a letter of recommenda- 
tion by comparison."

"We 
accomplish 
nothing 
by 


striking at labor here and at man- 
agement there," he said, adding 
that neither management nor labor 
"should be permitted to become 
too powerful as against the public 
interest as a whole." 


In pleading again for his bogged 


down 
domestic 
legislative pro- 
gram, 
the 
president 
mentioned 


specifically "adequate 
insurance 


against unemployment, health and 
medical services for families 
of 


low and moderate income at costs 
they can afford, a fair minmum 
wage, and the continuance of the 
price control and stabilization laws 
in effective form." 


Such legislation,

would remove the fears of "rising 
prices, scarcity of 
commodities,

their disappearance. 


These are Col. J. W. Durant and 


his bride, Capt. 
Kathleen 
Nash 


Durant and Major David S. Wat- 
son. 
Parks said it has not been 


decided whether t.o try them here 
or overseas. 


Me said, however, that the jewels 


are considered as the private prop- 
erty of the Hesse family and as 
such would be returned to it. Mem- 
bers of the family had buried the 
treasure in their palace at Kron- 
berg, Germany,, for safekeeping 
during the war. 


Durant is a lawyer by profession 


who in civilian life worked :'or the 
Interior Department here. He and 
his bride are being held 
in 
the 


Washington area and in this con- 
nection, Col. A. C. Miller of the 
provost marshal's office was asked 
whether they were free to see an 
attorney. 


Miller replied they are free to

The Doctor 
Says:

The warts which develop on the 


face, hands and feet and in the 
genital region are virus infections. 
Even though 
they can be de- 


stroyed, they may recur, because 
of the persistence of virus in the 
tissues. Warts are difficult to treat, 
and they may last a long time. 


A common wart occurs on the 


hands, especially those of child- 
ren. They vary in size, shape, and 
color, and they tend to develop in 
groups or on opposite points of two 
fingers. 


Plantar warts occur on the soles 


of the feet and are complicated 
by the development of callouses 
from pressure. There are usually 
several of them, and 
they may 


affect a wide area. The warts show 
through the thickened skin as clear 
spots 
filled 
with brownish -red 
specks. 


Venereal warts arc found chiefly 


around the genital and naval reg- 
ions in those who practice poor hy- 
giene. They arc pink or brown in 
color and they often project 
from 


the surface. They must not be con- 
fused with other venereal diseases. 
NO SURE CURE 


Although there are several ways 


of treating warts, none 
results in 


a cure in every case. Warts may 
be removed with an electric cau- 
tery. If the spark is played on the 
wart until it is charred, it will 
sepcrate later. An injection of a 
local anesthetic may be necessary 
to avoid pain in removing large 
warts. 


Surgical 
removal 
is advised 


under certain conditions, especially 
for large warts which have become 
irritated. The skin is cleansed, and 
a local anesthetic 
is used. 
The 


physician goes well outside 
the 


wart tissue in removing it. The 
base is cauterized to destroy any 
virus which remains. 


A common home treatment con- 
sists of putting cod liver oil, caus- 
tic, 
or acids on warts. Caustic and 


acids should be applied with a 
sharpened wooden applicator 
to 


carry 'the remedy into the wart, so 
that the normal skin can be pro- 
tected to prevent scarring. 


The wart may 
separate in a 


week or 10 days, and it can then 
be pealed away. If the wart still 
remains, further application may 
be made. Home methods arc tedi- 
ous and often 
unsatisfactory. 


X-RAY TREATMENT IDEAL 
' 


The ideal treatment, in the hands 


of 
experienced physicians, is the 


use of X-ray, especially on plantar 
warts. There is a tendency to over- 
treat 
plantar warts 
because of 


their location and dasabling effects. 


No one has been able to explain 


how or why it works, but appar- 
ently psychotherapy 
(suggestion) 


is effective in curing some warts. 
"Wart charmers" 
seem to make 


some growths go away, although 
there is a tendency for all warts 
to disappear eventually. 


In 
older 
individuals, 
warty 


growths 
on the face may be a 


forerunner of 
skin cancer, 
and 


when signs of ulceration or growth 
are 
noted, the warts should 
be 


removed.

Naxis, and war crimes. 


The 
Chetnik 
chieftain, 
once, 


hailed by the Allies as the hero of 
anti-Nazi resistance in Yugoslavia, 
plunged immediately into his own 
defense. Sitting calmly at a small 
nesK. he answered questions ::rom 
the three-man military court hear- 
ing the trial of himself and 23 co- 
defendants. 


Mikhailovitch admitted that

sent a delegation to moot the Yu- 
goslav Quisling, Milan Nedic;

To show you what Padway's idea 


of democracy is let me cite first 
the fact lhal the musicians' union 
is an absolute dictatorship by pro- 
vision of its own constitution.

fore but I want to hit Padway in 
the teeth with the provision which 
says that Petrillo may annul or 
set aside the entire constitution or 
any 
portion of it and substitute 


laws of his own making except in

The United Stales cannot be ac- 
ccplcd as a peace-maker in good 
faith, read their bitter statements, 
in view of her obvious and over- 
whelming aid to Chiang Kai-shek, 
for whom, the Rods claim, she has 
armed 40 divisions since V-J Day 
and from whom she must be seek- 
ing something tangible

bases, perhaps?) in return. 


We can't share the Communist 


suspicion of American motives, nor

Nanking (government. But we have 
little difficulty

Compromise Is 
Rejected in 
Maritime Parley

Washington,

12 — (/I1) — 


Frank J. Taylor, a spokesman for 
the ship operalors in the threat- 
ened maritime strike, reported to- 
day that the unions involved have 
rejected a new compromise offer 
on the work week for seamen. 


Almost 
simultaneously, 
Joseph 


-urrnn, president of the CIO Na- 
tional Maritime Union, 
said 
"a 


long and bitter strike" will begin 
Friday midnight, as scheduled, un- 
less the seamen's work-week is cut 
or their pay boosted. 


Both appeared before a House 


labor subcommittee. 


Taylor, chairman of the negotia- 


ting committee for the 
Atlantic 


and gulf coast shippers, said the 
operators proposed to give the sea- 
men a day off with pay for each 
week worked at sea. 


"Yet this new offer was turned 


down by the NMU," Taylor testi- 
fied. 


"It is thus quite apparent that 


the union's pica that the 
present 


work-week (of 56 hours generally) 
is 'inhumanly' long and should be 
shortened lacks sincerity," he con- 
tinued. "The union is perfectly will- 
ing for its men to continue work- 
ing these hours if they 
receive 


extra compensation." 


Taylor added thai "perhaps Un- 


cle Sam may be able to 
afford 


these new costs (proposed by the 
union) but private industry finds 
them prohibitive." 


He also declared that the opera- 
tors still arc willing to submit the 
entire controversy lo arbitration, 
but the unions won't agree.
